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ERA to indicate 
town’s future 

David A. Wilcox, senior vice president of 
Economics Research Associates, ERA, recently 
hired by Sierra Madre City Council, spoke recently 
to the Main Street board concerning what the con¬ 
sultants hope to do for Sierra Madre. 

They were hired to determine Sierra Madre’s 
future, to research the direction Sierra Madre should 
take concerning its retail/service future. 

“You are a compact, single corridor commer¬ 
cial center. In the middle of the civic area is the 
park and churches. You have a dominant east 
end and a more modest west end. And behind 
Kersting Court are small, single-family homes not 
yet turned over to become commercial. Sierra Mad¬ 
re is what’s called a ‘built out city’ with a modest 
curve of growth of about 1000 people. At the 
same time taxable sales have stayed the same. 
The number of retail permits have changed only 
modestly,” he stated. 

He said Sierra Madre has to be realistic about 
sustaining a shopping corps. 

“What, inflow not here now would be pat¬ 
ronized? It won’t change overnight, but it needs 
a clear effort. You need to try to identify who 
you are and get ideas of what can happen down¬ 
town. We’re about 60 acres in the Main Street 
area. 1 have been testing how other parts of down¬ 
town are used. We need to find out how Sierra 
Madre is changing in demography. Is the commu¬ 
nity aging? What’s happening? Is there static or 
fallen retail? You have incredible competition very 
close. We are a half-moon community — three- 
sided. We haven’t had the space to develop an 
anchor, a grocery or other large stores. And the 
cost of housing is going up.” 

He continued, “There is concern about the 
public schools. People are spending more today 
than a decade ago on private schools. You had 
no choice on busing. I believe you need more 
restaurants with lounge activities and you can sus¬ 
tain a small theater. Possibly, you need a book¬ 
store and newsstand. What is here and what is 

not?” ^

Coroner, friend testify at hearing 


State’s witnesses reported first on Tuesday 
at the preliminary hearing for Jeffrey Percell of 
Sierra Madre who has been arrested for the mur¬ 
ders of his parents, Alice and John Percell, in their 
home on Liliano Drive, Sierra Madre. 

Percell refused to allow a saliva test during 
court recess even though the court requested it and 
after he was told he was being held in defiance of 
a court order. 

Doyle Tolberet, deputy coroner with the Los 
Angeles Coroner’s Office, reported that he ex¬ 
amined the bodies of the Percells after 4:40 on 
Nov. 16, 1988. Both were covered with bed clothing 
and both of their heads were covered with pillows. 
A Bible rested on Mrs. Percell’s legs. The vic¬ 
tims were in different rooms in the home, Tolbert 
said, with their hands and feet tied. Mr. Percell wore 
no shoes. 

Tolbert said that rigor mortis was on the way 


out of both bodies and that the bodies were de¬ 
composing He estimated the time of death at 24 
hours before the investigation, probably Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Dr. James Ribe, deputy medical examiner of 
L.A. County,performed the autopsieson Nov. 17 
and he said the task took him from 8 a.m. until 
that afternoon. He testified that Mr. Percell died of 
multiple gunshot wounds to the head and neck and 
that Mrs. Percell died of one gunshot wound to 
her head. Ribe removed all of the slugs, he said. 

Ribe placed the time of death to “one to two 
days prior to Wednesday” when the bodies were 
found. 

Joann Legard was next to testify and she said 
she had known Percell “nearly four years.” She 
had talked with him Nov. 11, 1988, on the phone 
and her asked her for money, saying he was leaving

Gottareli wins Mt. Wilson Trail Race with 1:01.25

Well, we did it again! Another great Mt. Wilson 
Trail Race was held and has now passed into the 
annals of Sierra Madre. 

The winner of this year’s race on May 27 
was Michael Gottardi, 22-year-old Pasadena resident, 
who crossed the finish line to the cheers and 
applause of the crowd with a time of 1:01.25. He 
was last year’s second place winner and is a junior 
at CalPoly Pomona, majoring in physical education, 
and has run cross country for the college. In addi¬ 
tion to receiving the trophy for top male winner, 
his name will also be placed on Sierra Madre s 
perpetual race trophy. 

Just about one minute behind Gottardi for se¬ 
cond place and first for Sierra Madre residents, 
was Phillip Rouse, 24, who clocked 1:02.25. He 
came in third last year. Pete Kaplan, a 30-year-old 
from Newberry Park, was the third runner to cross 
finish, bettering his fourth place of last year and 
recorded a time of 1:04.59. 

Alan Reynolds, who won both the 1987 and 1988 
Trail Race and holds the race record of 56.20.5, 
but not feeling his best this year, came in at fourth 
place with 1:06.2. But “I’ll be back,” says Reynolds. 

The trail was in excellent condition this year, 
thanks to the work of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps (CCC) and the Race’s special honoree, Am¬ 
brose Zaro, 89 years young. 

It was a “freeway,” commented Bruce Hartley 
about its good condition. Bruce and his brother 
Will, both who ran this year, are veteran race 
runners. 

Another Sierra Madre veteran who also ran 
this year was Art Soderblooni who has also run 
in the Boston Marathon. Ralph West, a former 
Sierra Madrean, is now living in Anaheim, still 
racing here and doing well by finishing I8ih. 
Jerry Solo, West i ovina. made this hu lOlh veai to 
be in the I rail Race and u now 61 years old 


The race drew runners from up and down the 
state with one, John Guerrero, coming from Phoenix, 
Ariz. and for his second year to enter. He and 
Phillip Rouse are buddies, meeting when both served 
in the Army. The largest number of race entrants 
was in the 30 to 39 men’s division with 93 runners. 

A very excited 24-year-old Simone Julian from 
Granada Hills was presented the trophy for first 
place winner overall for women. She is married

I believe a large 
portion of the citizenry 
of Sierra Madre has been 
watching very closely the 
proceedings surrounding 
the development of our 
foothills. They are con¬ 
cerned enough to involve 
themselves and make 
their views known to the 
Planning Commission 
and the City Council. 
They are in fact encour¬ 
aged to do so by legal 
mandate of the 
California State Legis¬ 
lature. In 1970 that 
governmental body 
adopted a strong environ¬ 
mental protection law, 
the California Environ¬ 
mental Quality Act 


(CEQA) which declares: 
“ ... it is the policy 
of the state to . . . en¬ 
sure that the long-term 
protection of the environ¬ 
ment shall be the guiding 
criterion in public 
decisions.” (Section 
21001 ). 

A recent letter to the 
editor (Gallagher, May 
18) questioned com¬ 
munity members in¬ 
volvement in the Martin 
hillside development 
issue. CEQA, for all in¬ 
tents and purposes, de¬ 
mands such involvement 
by the citizens of 
California. CEQA 


includes 14 important 
findings and declara¬ 
tions for protecting the 
environment (Sections 
21000 and 21001). These 
policy statements 
essentially provide 
that it is the duty of 
every citizen and every 
governmental entity to 
“take all action neces¬ 
sary to enhance the en¬ 
vironmental quality of 
this state.” 

So far many of us 
are responding appro¬ 
priately by attending 
hearings, speaking at the 
public forum, writing 
letters to civic leaders 


and the editor of our 
newspaper, participating 
in the EIR (Environ¬ 
mental Impact Report) 
review process, alerting 
fellow citizens and 
civic leaders through 
leafletting, letter 
writing campaigns and 
statements of support. 

I am always willing 
to share what I know 
and what I have 
learned regarding 
this process because 
Sierra Madre is impor¬ 
tant to me. We have a lot 
to save here in our foot¬ 
hill village and without 
citizen involvement 
we have a great deal to 
lose.

Aristotle, Alexander' 
the Great’s famous 
teacher, wrote the oldest 
:^urviving detailed theater 
.criticism that has 
..survived. He wrote speci¬ 
fically about Greek 
tragedy, and probably 
analyzed comedy as well, 
although in the 2300 in¬ 
tervening years that essay 
has been lost. 

A few of his pro¬ 
nouncements, such as 
the one that tragedy 
and comedy should never 
be mixed and the rule 
that dramatic unity 


is achieved by having 
everything happen in 
one place and at one 
time, have fallen into 
disuse as drama became 
more complex. He still 
has some valid things 
to say about the desir¬ 
able attributes of worthy 
theater, however. 

He said drama should 
be about something of 
significance. He said 
events should grow out 
of something basic in the 
personality of the char¬ 
acters. He felt that 
theater should be 
educational, instruct its 
audiences in morality 
and give them a chance 
to see how heroic people 
cope with problems and 
accept respon¬ 
sibility.

Jones also is using a different method of de¬ 
termining whether fusion is being produced. Pons 
and Fleischmann are looking at the heat output, 
which can come from several sources. Jones is using 
a neutron counter. Neutron output is the crucial 
“print” of fusion. Heat can be produced by che¬ 
mical reaction alone. 

Earl Jones said he was certain his son was 
further along the road to a breakthrough than Pons 
and Fleishmann. 

The senior Joneses said their son displayed 
an interest in science at a very early age. “He 
always had some project going,” said Earl Jones. 
“He even invented a treadmill which would enable 
him to excercise while studying or working. He has 
always been highly motivated.” 

Steven Jones is married and has, as his mother 
says, “Six and eight-ninths children.” He has been 
working on cold fusion for close to a decade 
and is currently conducting his research on a De¬ 
partment of Energy grant which was featured in 
an article in The News on November 21, 1985. 
Working under such a grant would preclude the 
billion-dollar rewards which Pons and Fleischmann, 
who used private funds, seem to be looking toward. 
They have yet to share crucial details of their 
work with others. 

The senior Jones also has a degree in phy¬ 
sics from Idaho State University, where he met and 
married his wife, Adren, who was studying nur¬ 
sing. They have two daughters, with Steven the 
middle child. 

Both parents are justifiably proud of their 
son’s achievements, but are even more proud of 
their son’s integrity. “Steve is so open, so hon¬ 
est,” says his mother. “He doesn’t..blow his own 
horn and would never claim anything he couldn’t 
prove.” 

“Steve is a pure scientist,” says his father. 

Earl Jones thinks his son has something. He 
is in good company. Noted Caltech physicist Robert 
Schrieffer of UC Santa Barbara thinks so too, as 
do many of Jones’ physicist peers and chemists, 
as well. 

Adren and Earl Jones’ son is highly regarded 
by his peers. He has presented papers and talks 
in Japan, Russia, England, Italy and major 
universities in the U.S. and Canada, as well as col-

laborating with scientists from a numoer oi oinei 
institutions in conducting his work. 

Jones senior said that his son’s work is similar 
to the other two scientists. Both are using a che¬ 
mical battery in a bottle, for example, but Jones 
is using a different “soup” with titanium and 
a palladium sponge. 

Jones senior thinks the Pons-Fleischmann an¬ 
nouncement will ultimately bring good results by 
the very attention it has focused on the promise 
of cold fusion. 

“Somebody is going to make a real break 
through. It just might be Steve.” 

If it is, indeed, their Steve, he will have given 
to mankind one of the greatest gifts of all time. 
Even if it is someone else, Adren and Earl Jones’ 
son will have made a vital contribution to an al¬ 
most unimaginably bright and beautiful tomorrow.

for Canada. She agreed to meet him at a motel on 
Whittier Blvd. and said she gave him “around $40.” 
Because they had argued before, she said she gave 
him the money and left. 

On Monday, prior to the deaths, Legard re¬ 
ported Percell called her. She asked where he was 
and he said “at a friend’s.” 

Legard said they talked casually and he wanted 
to know if she was still “mad at him.” She said 
no, and they made plans to meet the next day, Tues¬ 
day, Nov. 15, at 11 a.m. at Jim’s Hamburger on 
Telegraph Rd. in Pico Rivera. She told the court 
that there was no background noise during the calls 
Monday and Tuesday, indicating that he was not at a 
pay phone. 

She said she arrived at 11:30 in Pico Rivera 
and that he was not there so she left, figuring that 
he though she had not come. 

Legard told the court that Percell usually 
smoked one to two packages of cigarettes daily, that 
she didn’t know him “to use drugs” but that he 
did drink. 

Legard said she had talked to Percell about 
his father as long ago as three years and that he had 
said his father died of skin cancer. Later he told 
her that he lied about his father, that he and his 
father had a misunderstanding and he didn’t want 
to have anything to do with is father. 

Had she talked with him since the murders? 
She had talked with Percell when he was in jail in 
Vermont and she had visited him three to four times 
in Los Angeles County Jail.

Wilcox noted that Sierra Madre’s Main Street 
are property holdings are the following: 13 owners 
hold “assemblies of more than 20,000 sq. feet, 
which translates to 19.15 acres. Twelve owners 
have assemblies of more than 10,000 sq. feet, 
which translates into 3.94 acres. The net private 
properties of the Main Street boundary area is 
about 40.60 acres. Commercial and business pro¬ 
perties are 27.46 acres and residential properties 
make up about 13.14 acres. 

“The third quarter of 1988 shows 70 retail 
permits and a total of 365 permits. Between 1980 
and 1987, the Los Angeles area CPI increased 
from 258.7 to 350.2 or 91.5 points equivalent to a 
35.4 percent gain in the consumer price index. 
If Sierra Madre residents had maintained their pur¬ 
chasing activity for retail goods in Sierra Madre, 
the per capita taxable retail sales should have been 
$1183.21 in 1987. It was $268.42 per capita per 
year less, which suggests the possibilities of a loss 
of sales to locations outside of Sierra Madre, a loss 
of purchasing power as Sierra Madre residents age, 
commitment of more disposable income to the high¬ 
er costs of housing, or a change in family and 
resident spending patterns as more children attend 
private schools and as young persons leave home, 
or all of the above,” the beginning ERA report 
reads. 

More information will be available as ERA 
continues its investigation.

Local Chinese residents 
have expressed support 
of the pro-democracy 
demonstrations in China. 

John Wong, a Sierra 
Madre resident and 
Arcadia businessman, 
feels that democracy 
won't just happen, 
however. Because China 
is such a large country 
with so many people, 
the government must re¬ 
main in control and 
change must take place 
slowly, he explains. 

Wong feels that the 
government has lost 
touch with the feelings 
of the people and that it 
should have anticipated 
that the people would 
want freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press. 

Since mid-April Chinese 
students have staged 
demonstrations de¬ 
manding political and 
economic reforms, 
including free speech, 
an open dialogue with 
the government and a 
crackdown on official 
corruption. 


These student acti¬ 
vities have enjoyed an 
outpouring of support 
from ordinary citizens 
in China as well as 
around the world, ac¬ 
cording to published 
reports. 

Min Mey Chang, 
principal of the Arca¬ 
dia Chinese School and 
president of the South¬ 
ern California American 
Chinese PTA, was 
asked to take part in a 
demonstration last Sat¬ 
urday which found some 
1000 Chinese stu¬ 
dents and sympathizers 
marching some five miles 
from Chinatown to the 
Chinese Consulate in 
Los Angeles. 

Because the Chinese 
are learning more about 
what is happening in 
other parts of the world, 
they have come to realize 
the importance of free¬ 
dom of speech and of the 
press, adds Chang, 
who supports the revolu¬ 
tionary movement. She 
said, “They have a 
right to do this.”
